Worst flood in 
350 years isn’t 
over yet: Province 


O Current flood systems along Assiniboine may not be able handle 
new water: Minister © Warns rivers and lakes will continue to rise 



Manitoba’s 1997 Flood of the Cen¬ 
tury may pale in comparison to 
the 2011 Flood of the Half-Mille- 
nium. 

While flooding on the Red Riv¬ 
er was minimal this year, mean¬ 
ing Winnipeggers have barely reg¬ 
istered the massive disaster hap¬ 
pening in their province, outside 
of Winnipeg the flood situation 
on the Assiniboine River is becom¬ 
ing grim again. 

A rain system making its way 
into the province this weekend 
will again dump massive amounts 
of precipitation on already over¬ 
saturated farmland, said Emer¬ 
gency Measures Minister Steve 
Ashton on Thursday. It’s the fifth 
major storm system in the past 
few weeks. 

Ashton said if the storm sys¬ 
tem is as bad as forecast, the cur¬ 
rent dikes may not be able to han¬ 


dle the flow of new water. 

Work has started up once again 
to reinforce the dikes along the 
Assiniboine River, said Ashton, 
and the Portage Diversion will 
again be operating more than 
double its normal capacity. 

The diversion, which redirects 
water from the Assiniboine Riv¬ 
er into Lake Manitoba, was oper¬ 
ating at 30,000 cubic feet per sec¬ 
ond and may reach levels as high 
as 52,000 cfs. Its normal operating 
capacity is 25,000 cfs, but during 


the initial flood stages it was rein¬ 
forced. 

Homes in Portage la Prairie 
that were evacuated last month 
are being evacuated again, 45 in 
total. 

“The 2011 flood is a flood of 
record and high water levels are 
expected to continue through the 
summer and into the fall,” said 
Ashton. “The flood on the Assini¬ 
boine River at Portage la Prairie is 
a one-in-350-year event.”

It only took about a decade, 
but the province and the 
city are moving forward 
with plans to capture 
methane emissions from 
Brady Road Landfill. 

In a joint press confer¬ 
ence held Thursday, Pre¬ 
mier Greg Selinger, along 
with Deputy Mayor Justin 
Swandel announced the 
two levels of government 
have signed an agreement 
to see Manitoba's largest 
landfill gas-collection sys¬ 
tem built at the landfill. 

“Methane gas is a serious 
threat to our environment,” 
said Selinger. “By capturing 
it here in the landfill and 
turning it into carbon diox¬ 


ide, we'll eliminate more 
than 95,000 tonnes of 
greenhouse gas each year. 
That's equivalent to taking 
more than 19,000 cars off 
the road.” 

More than 80 gas extrac¬ 
tion wells will be drilled in¬ 
to the existing garbage to a 
depth of 15 metres. The gas 
will then be drawn from 


the wells and transferred to 
a central station where it 
will be set on fire to convert 
it to carbon dioxide. 

Methane gas is 21 times 
more harmful to the envi¬ 
ronment than carbon diox¬ 
ide, said Selinger. The 
project will reduce green¬ 
house gas from landfills in 
Manitoba by 11 per cent. 


Cops nab motorcyclist after chase

A motorcyclist who led city 
police officers on a pro¬ 
longed long high-speed 
chase across 24 kilometres 
of Winnipeg roadway with 
a passenger in tow had no 
proper licence and no in¬ 
surance, police say. 

At about 10:30 p.m. 
Wednesday, patrolling offi¬ 
cers tried to stop a black 
Honda 600 motorcycle that 
was spotted speeding along 
Bishop Grandin Boulevard. 

An initial attempt to 
pull the motorbike over 
failed and a chase ensued 
along Lagimodiere Boule¬ 
vard, said police. At that 


point, officers noted the 
bike had no plates. 

The motorcycle was 
seen weaving in and out of 
traffic, between vehicles 
and even ran a red light, 
Const. Jason Michalyshen 
said. 

When it turned onto the 
Trans-Canada Highway, its 
speed was estimated at 200 
km/h. 

Officers giving chase 
had to make “every effort” 
to catch up to the speeding 
bike, it was going so fast, 
Michalyshen said. 

The WPS helicopter was 
called in and followed the 


motorcycle from above un¬ 
til the driver pulled over on 
Gunn Road. 

Police arrested 20-year- 
old Paul Childs. Childs has 
been charged with a laun¬ 
dry list of offences, includ¬ 
ing dangerous operation of 
a motor vehicle, flight 
from police and driving an 
unregistered vehicle. 

He was wanted on a war¬ 
rant for failing to turn up 
in court to face prior 
charges, Michalyshen said. 

The 19-year-old woman 
riding on the back of the 
bike is not facing charges.

The wording has been soft¬ 
ened but the auditor gener¬ 
al’s verdict remains much 
the same: the Harper gov¬ 
ernment kept Parliament 
in the dark about a $ 50-mil¬ 
lion G8 fund that sprayed 
money on dubious projects 
in a cabinet minister’s rid¬ 
ing. 

The final report on the 
G8 legacy infrastructure 
fund concludes that the 
government “did not clear¬ 
ly or transparently” identi¬ 
fy how the money was 
going to be spent when it 
sought parliamentary ap¬ 
proval for the funding. 

Moreover, the report crit¬ 
icizes the unprecedented 
lack of documentation to 
explain how and why 32 in¬ 
frastructure projects in the 
Parry Sound-Muslcolca re¬ 
gion were selected to get

the government largesse. 

In a separate chapter of 
the report, the auditor gen¬ 
eral says spending on opera¬ 
tions and security for both 


the G8 and G20 meetings in 
Ontario was presented 
piecemeal to Parliament in¬ 
stead of in a package, leav¬ 
ing MPs poorly informed 
about total costs. 

But in one bright spot, 
the report says it seems the 
initially budgeted $1.1 bil¬ 
lion for the summits will ac¬ 
tually come in around $664 
million because poor plan¬ 
ning forced departments to 
create contingency funds 
that were not needed. 

The final report does not 
contain the inflammatory 
language used in a January 
draft by former auditor gen¬ 
eral Sheila Fraser, which 
baldly asserted the govern¬ 
ment had “misinformed” 
Parliament. 

The report details how, 
in November 2009, the gov¬ 
ernment tabled supplemen¬ 


tary estimates in which it 
asked Parliament to ap¬ 
prove $83 million for a bor¬ 
der infrastructure fund 
aimed at reducing conges¬ 
tion at border crossings. 

Parliament was not told 
that $50 million of that 
money was to be devoted to 


infrastructure projects hun¬ 
dreds of kilometres from 
the Canada-U.S. border — 
in Toiy MP Tony Clement’s 
riding. 

Wiersema said the word 
“misinformed” was excised 
in the report’s final version 
because auditors saw no ev¬ 


idence to suggest the gov¬ 
ernment was deliberately 
trying to mislead Parlia¬ 
ment. Rather, he said, the 
misrepresentation in the es¬ 
timates appeared to have 
been done “for matters of 
expediency.”

MacKay reveals Libya 
price tag so far: $26M 


Extending Canada’s mili¬ 
tary mission in Libya 
could come with a $60 
million price tag. 

Defence Minister Peter 
MacKay has revealed the 
cost of Canada’s participa¬ 
tion in the NATO-led of¬ 
fensive to topple Libyan 
leader Moammar Gadhafi. 

The mission cost Cana¬ 
dians about $26 million to 
June 2, MacKay said Thurs¬ 
day at a NATO meeting in 
Brussels. The Defence De¬ 
partment in Ottawa had 
rebuffed previous requests 
to make public the incre¬ 
mental cost of the mis¬ 
sion. 

The Canadian Forces 
are contributing 650 per¬ 
sonnel along with fighter 
jets, a warship HMCS 
Charlottetown and sur¬ 
veillance planes to the UN- 
approved mission to 
protect civilians from the 
Gadhafi regime. 

The government will in¬ 
troduce a motion in Parlia¬ 
ment next week to extend 
the mission another three 
and a half months — to 
the end of September 
2011 — which will more 
than double the current 
cost.

So far, the NATO bom¬ 
bardment has failed to un¬ 
seat Gadhafi, whose forces 
have fought back in recent 
days with a counteroffen¬ 
sive on the western city of 
Misrata. 

Gadhafi’s forces 

launched an attack on 
Misrata on Wednesday, 
killing at least 10 rebels. 

The NATO bombard¬ 
ment continued Thursday 
with another round of air 
attacks on the outskirts of 
the capital, Tripoli.

Black’s defence want 
some testimony nixed 


Conrad Black’s lawyer is 
accusing prosecutors of 
having such disdain for 
the former media baron 
that they’re launching a 
“shameful” smear cam¬ 
paign to influence his re¬ 
sentencing hearing and 
want the scathing testi¬ 
mony of two prison work¬ 
ers thrown out. 

A portrayal of Black in 
recent affidavits as a 
haughty aristocrat who 
shirked tutoring responsi¬ 
bilities and used other in¬ 
mates as servants while 
behind bars is “demon¬ 
strably false,” Carolyn 
Gurland, one of Black’s 
lawyers, argues in U.S. 
court filings. 

In one of the affidavits, 
a unit manager at the 
Coleman complex said 
Black demanded special 
treatment and gathered 
an entourage of inmates 
who acted as his servants. 

In another document,

Eight other family mem¬ 
bers also were given the 
death penalty Wednesday 
for the killings three years 
ago in the northern Uttar 
Pradesh state, said Brij Lai, 
a top police officer. The de¬ 
fendants can appeal to a 
higher court. 

Judge Rajendra Babu 
Singh said the punishments 
should serve as a lesson to 
all those who kill in the 
name of saving family hon¬ 
our. Last month, India’s top 
court recommended the 
death penalty for perpetra¬ 
tors of honour killings, call¬ 
ing the practice barbaric 
and feudal.

900 people are killed 
each year in India for 
defying their elders. 
Most victims are young 
adults who fell in love or 
married against their 
families’ wishes. In 
some cases, village 
councils ordered couples 
killed who married 
inside their clan or 
outside their caste.

Canadian software compa¬ 
ny i4i Inc. has emerged the 
victor in a patent battle 
with tech super-heavy¬ 
weight Microsoft after the 
U.S. Supreme Court upheld 
a judgment that i4i be paid 
$290 million US for patent 
infringement. 

The high court on Thurs¬ 
day refused to throw out an 
earlier ruling that found

One of the rewards of 
watching TV online is not 
having to sit through as 
many commercials. Now 
the networks are chipping 
away at that little luxury.

NEW YORK. After pressure 
from four U.S. senators, 
Apple Inc. has said it 
will start rejecting 
iPhone applications that 
tip drivers off about po¬ 
lice checkpoints for 
drunken driving. 

Apple updated its app 
developer guidelines 
Wednesday to exclude 
such apps. On Thursday, 
some DUI apps were still 
available in the App 
Store, but Apple usually 
gives developers a 
chance to update their 
apps so they can 
conform to the new 
guidelines before boot¬ 
ing them. 

The apps often com¬ 
bine warnings about 
DUI checkpoints with 
warnings about speed 
traps and red-light cam¬ 
eras. Users of the appli¬ 
cations help create the 
warnings by registering 
the locations. 

An Apple spokesman 
had no comment on the 
change in the guidelines 
and wouldn’t say why 
the change was made. 

The four senators 
asked Apple, Research 
In Motion Ltd., the mak¬ 
er of the BlaclcBerry, and 
Google Inc. to remove 
DUI-avoidance apps in 
March. 

RIM complied, but 
Google refused.

A man was arrested in Spain after 
curling himself up inside a large suit¬ 
case that was placed in an airport bus 
cargo bay and sneaking out to steal 
from other people’s luggage, police 
said Thursday. 

The man arrested last week was 
five-foot-10 and very thin, a police of¬ 
ficial in the northeastern Catalonia 
region said. An accomplice was also 
arrested. 


The accomplice would place the 
contortionist thief inside the cargo 
bay of a bus running from the airport 
in the city of Girona south to 
Barcelona, board the bus and then re¬ 
trieve him at the end of the line. 

During the 100-lcilometre ride, the 
man would slip out of the suitcase 
and use a sharp object to pick locks 
or open zippers to get into other peo¬ 
ple’s luggage, police said.

Richard Crouse: Mark, J.J. 
Abrams directs Super 8 the 
way he produced the TV 
show Lost. He draws out 
the suspense, doling out 
just enough detail, shocks 
and surprises to keep the 
story interesting and mov¬ 
ing forward. He knows that 
the strength of the movie 
isn’t the special effects or 
the whatever-it-is that is 
causing all the trouble, but 
the relationship between 
the kids. Call it Stand By 
Me with a giant bug... or a 
monster... or something. 
I’m not saying what! 

Mark Breslin: All true, but 
you can feel Steven Spiel¬ 
berg’s hand guiding the 
movie all the way along. 


The suburban flyover state 
setting, the gentle outsider 
child protagonists, the de¬ 
ceased parent, the bicycles, 
the alien who just wants to 
go home, all Spielberg mo¬ 
tifs. And setting it in the 
early ’80s, when Spielberg 
had his big sci-fi hits, surely 
was no coincidence. 

RC: Perhaps so, but despite 
the Spielbergian flourish¬ 
es, this still very much 
feels like an Abrams cre¬ 
ation to me. His finger¬ 
prints are all over the 
action sequences — partic¬ 
ularly the out-of-control 
train wreck scene — and 
even the sweetness we’ve 
come to associate with 
Spielberg has been dialled 


back. It’s still there — very 
much so in the film’s last 
10 minutes — but Abrams 
manages to set the tone as 
though he is paying hom¬ 
age to the saccharine ten¬ 
dencies of his mentor than 
actually aping him. 

MB: That train wreck 
scene had me on the edge 
of my seat! But the rest of 
the picture did not exactly 
exude menace. It’s more of 
a character piece about the 
young teens, and I thought 
the kids were great, cer¬ 
tainly more interesting 
than the adults (which 
may be one of the points 
of the movie). I liked the 
picture, and my only real 
quibble was that the kids’ 


filmmaking, which played 
such an important part in 
the beginning of the 
movie, is dropped midway 
through the flick. The 
scenes of those kids mak¬ 
ing movies were dripping 
with charm. 

RC: I thought so too. Those 
scenes had a sense of fun 
to them and established 
the personalities of all the 
main kid characters. I 
think I liked this one more 
than you. I thought Super 
8 was super great. 

MB: Well, the middle was a 
bit soft and I’m always 
skeptical about courageous 
14-year-olds. Still, there’s a 
lot to like in this one.

James Tupper, the Nova 
Scotia-born star of Mr. Pop¬ 
per’s Penguins, calls his co- 
stars “ornery.” 

No, he’s not talking 
about Jim Carrey or Angela 
Lansbuiy. He’s referring to 
the movie’s aquatic, flight¬ 
less actors. 

“They kind of look like 
toddlers wearing a tuxedo 
with their chests sticking 
out in this really open, 
sweet way,” he says. “But 
when you get close to them 
they will give you a nip.” 


To accommodate the 
birds, the film’s set was 
kept below zero. “You 
could see your breath all 
day long,” says Tupper. 

As for working with the 
penguins, he says they’re 
not great actors, but per¬ 
forming opposite the 
Antarctic imports was less 
strange than acting with¬ 
out them. 

Computer-generated 
penguins were used for 
several scenes, which 
meant Tupper would have 
to emote to a mark on the 
wall. 

“There would just be a 


dot on the wall and they 
would put the penguin in 
later. Sometimes the direc¬ 
tor would be back there 
saying, ‘Oh! Oh! I’m going 
to bite you!’ and act stuff 
out for you to react to but 
we all got this weird ‘act¬ 
ing to the dot’ effect.” 

Tupper, best known for 
his work on television 
shows like Men In Trees 
(where he co-starred with 
his fiancee Anne Heche) 
and Grey’s Anatomy, says 
the penguins weren’t the 
set’s most intimidating 
presence. At first anyway. 

“It was a little bit intimi¬ 


dating when I first met 
him,” he says of Jim Car¬ 
rey. “He slapped me on the 
back and was like, ‘Jim or 
James?’ I said, ‘You know 
what. I think you’ve proba¬ 
bly got Jim covered. I’m go¬ 
ing to stick with James.’” 

That intimidation soon 
gave way to a lively collab¬ 
oration. 

“He’s really fun. It’s a 
playful set. He improvises 
a lot and generally has the 
crew chuckling most of 
the day.” 

James, however, wasn’t 
the only member of his 
family impressed with Car¬ 



rey. His nine-year-old son 
is also a fan. 

“When we read the 
book Mr. Popper’s Pen¬ 
guins to him in bed, he got 
so excited when he found 
out Jim Carrey was in it. 

He said, ‘Can you please 


get Jim Carrey to sign it?’ 
So I did. I took it to New 
York and he signed it and I 
brought it back and I said, 
‘Would you like me to sign 
it too?’ No! Why! I said, 
‘Cut me a break. I’m in the 
movie.’”

Back in 1996, Tom Wilson 
recorded what he figured 
was a one-off project with 
Colin Linden and Stephen 
Fearing under the band 
name Blackie and the 
Rodeo Kings. 

Wilson didn’t think 
about it much. The group 
had been assembled to pay 
tribute to the late Canadian 
folk troubadour Willie P. 
Bennett, so it was a lark, a 
fun diversion. Wilson didn’t 
even wait until the album 
was finished to leave and 
embark on his next project. 

“We thought we were 
recording a record and that 
was it,” Wilson said in a re¬ 
cent interview at a stylish 


Italian restaurant in Toron¬ 
to. 

“I said, ‘It was great to 
meet you, Stephen.’ Colin, 
I’ve known since our teens 
but never worked with 
him. I shook hands, and 
that was it. ‘OK, good. Next’ 
— that was what I thought. 

“I was wrong.” 

Yes, 15 years later and 
Blackie and the Rodeo 
Kings are still riding along 
together, now set to issue 
another new album, Kings 
and Queens — the culmina¬ 
tion of three years work 
and the group’s first set of 
all-new material since the 
sessions that produced 
2006’s Juno-winning Let’s 


Frolic and the ’07 follow-up 
Let’s Frolic Again. 

The concept behind the 
new album was essentially 
to pair the roots-roclc 
group’s three unique voices 
with an all-star roster of fe¬ 


male singers, including Lu¬ 
cinda Williams, Emmylou 
Harris, Exene Cervenlca and 
Roseanne Cash. Linden jet¬ 
ted around North America 
— to Nashville, New Or¬ 
leans, New York, Los Ange¬ 


les and even Woodstock, 
N.Y. — with his computer 
to record the Queens. 

And the trio now has 
glowing praise for each of 
the women featured on the 
album. 


Sara Watkins was “really 
great.” Serena Ryder, who 
sang on driving closer Black 
Sheep, was a “real power¬ 
house.” And Cervenlca? 
Well, Wilson was so enthu¬ 
siastic about her perform¬ 
ance he could only sum it 
up with an unprintable ob¬ 
scenity. 

Mostly, though, the band 
raved about how their own 
vocals improved because of 
the presence of their 14 
guests. 

“We sang better,” Wilson 
said. 

“The same way that 
we’re better men — better 
people — for the women 
that have surrounded our 
lives either on a long-term 
basis or a short-term basis, 
the same thing happened 
musically. 

“We’re better singers, 
better people.”

HISTORY OF MUSIC: THE FORMAT WARS 


All throughout 
history, an established 
technology never had 
a chance if something 
more convenient 
came along. Just look 
at what we’ve seen 
with music over the 
last 140 years or so. 

Cylinders vs. Rotating Discs 

Thomas Edison’s 
phonograph with its rotat¬ 
ing wax or metal cylinders 
established that sound 
could be captured. 

But then Emile Berliner 


showed that rotating flat 
discs played on his gramo¬ 
phone were far superior. 
Why? Better sound and be¬ 
cause discs had a B-side — 
twice as much music for 
the same price. 

Edison had no choice 
but to move from cylinder 
to disc. 

Phonographs vs. 
Gramophones 

The phonograph tracked 
grooves in the record by go¬ 
ing up and down. 

The gramophone’s nee¬ 
dle went from side-to-side. 
This meant that phono-

graph records couldn’t be 
played on gramophones 
and vice-versa, forcing con¬ 
sumers to take sides. 

While it’s true that Edi¬ 
son’s machine delivered 
slightly better sound, the 


up-and-down motion of the 
steel needle wore out the 
record more quickly. 

Undeterred by this 
minor issue, Edison stuck 
to his guns and refused to 
make any changes to his 
machine. 

Ultimately, though, the 
gramophone won out and 
Edison stopped making 
phonographs and records 
entirely by about 1930. 

78s vs. LPs 

By the 1930s, the standard 
rotation rate for discs was 
78 RPM, which meant that 
each record could store on¬ 


ly about four minutes per 
side. Columbia Records 
changed that in 1948 with 
the introduction of the 
vinyl 33 % RPM LP (Long- 
Playing), a format that 
could store up to 22 
minutes per side. From 
that moment, the 78 was 
doomed. 

LPs vs. 45s 

Although Columbia offered 
to license their new 
technology to rival RCA, 
they would have none of it. 
Instead, they countered 
with the vinyl 45 RPM 7- 
inch single in 1949. RCA 


contended that four or five 
minutes of music per side 
was all consumers really 
wanted. But if they did 
want more, they could sim¬ 
ply stack 45s for 
continuous play on the 
large spindle of the brand 
new automatic RCA-manu- 
factured record changer. 
(This is why the hole at the 
centre of a 45 is so big; the 
larger diameter was neces¬ 
sary to let the record slide 
down the spindle without 
prematurely fraying the 
area around hole.)

“It would be nice to be in the same place 
for a while and lock up for the summer 
and know you’re coming back.” 

THRASHERS’ CAPTAIN ANDREW LADD, WHO HAS PLAYED 
FOR THREE TEAMS ALREADY IN HIS YOUNG NHL CAREER. 


After three NHL teams in 
six years, Atlanta Thrashers 
captain Andrew Ladd is 
looking for a place to hang 
his skates for a while. 

That place may very well 
be Winnipeg, which Ladd 
said looks like a pretty good 
fit. 

‘Tve been really im¬ 
pressed with the reception 
so far and their vision on 
what kind of culture they 
want to have here and the 
way they see things going,” 
said Ladd, who brought his 
fiancee and his agent to 


town Thursday for a look at 
the place where the as-yet 
unnamed team will play 
this fall. 

“How you’re treated 
with ownership goes a long 
way and we didn’t have a 
great experience with that 
in Atlanta,” he said. 

Ladd becomes a restrict¬ 
ed free agent this summer 
and Winnipeg needs to sign 
him to a new deal to keep 
the left winger. For his part, 
he would be happy to see 
that happen, considering 
the number of lockers he 


has had to clean out in the 
NHL. 

“I’ve been kind of 
knocked around ... this will 
be my fourth spot, three 
teams but four spots in six 
or seven years,” said Ladd. 

He was drafted by Car¬ 
olina in 2004, won a Stan¬ 
ley Cup with them two 
years later, moved to Chica¬ 


go for another cup and was 
then traded to the Thrash¬ 
ers, who finished second 
last in the Southeast Divi¬ 
sion and missed the play¬ 
offs. 

Winnipeg’s new man¬ 
agement has said it would 
be happy to have Ladd but 
they were a long way from 
a deal. He is coming out of a 


$2.35-million US, one-year 
contract in Atlanta. 

“We haven’t talked at all. 
I know they’ve got a lot of 
things on their plate,” he 
said. 

The native of Maple 
Ridge, B.C., did sit down to 
talk with general manager 
Kevin Cheveldayoff and 
team owner Mark Chip- 
man. He will take back 
some of what they said to 
other members of the team 
and predicts there won’t be 
much resistance to the relo¬ 
cation.

Asked if Piyor gave him 
a reason for his lack of in¬ 
terest in the Roughriders, 
James said, “He just said 
he’s not interested in the 
Canadian Football League.
